Firestone Signs

tors for Firestone Tire & Rubber

agreement to end a 58-day-old 
strike of 18,000 - employes in 
eight cities. A spokesman said 
the pact had been worked out, 
but still lacked the official sig- 
natures. 


The Firestone strike was the 


last and longest of three walk- 
outs involving all major rubber 
companies except Goodyear. It 
was the longest strike in URW 
history against a. major prc- 
fducer. 


J. E. Trainer, executive vice 


president of Firestone, said 
every effort is being- maae to get 
employes back on the job quick- 
ly. 


Thursday,-in their fourth con-

The figure, representing an ap- 


praisal of the revenue picture at 
the end of the two-year fiscal pe- 
riod last May 31, was released 
Thursday amid Republican talk of 
a reduction in Gov. Lawrence's 
record spending program for the 
current biennium. 


Shortly after Lawrence took of- 


fice Jan. 20, the administration 
estimated that the state would end 
the 1937-59 fiscal period in the red 
by 178 millions. Three subsequent

before

chopped that figure to 143^ mil- 
lion dollars. 


The announcement, however, 


was overshadowed by the disclo- 
sure by Sen. George B. Stevenson 
(R—Clinton) that his Senate bud- 
get subcommittee had tentatively 
reached i agreement on 40-millkm- 
dollar cut in the administration's 
requests. The reduction could run 
as high as 60 million dollars, he 
added, depending upon policy de- 
cisions to be made by House and 
Senate GOP leaders at a meeting 
here Sunday night. 


Democratic legislative leaders 


withheld comment on Stevenson's 
disclosure pending the outcome of 
the GOP session. Republicans are 
in control of the Senate and hold 
the balance of power in the House 
in view of the sum Democratic 
majority's split over taxes. 


House Republicans have refused 


to help pass any of the new tax 
bills worth 210 million dollars un- 
til the budget, is finally deter- 
mined. 


Whether- . tb-e—.administration, 


would accept the cuts in any sub- 
stantial portion and whether any 
of it might be passed on to the 
taxpayers remained a moot point. 


There has been pressure for in- 


creased spending — beyond the 
governor's requests — for public 
schools- and hospitals. 


However, taxpayers — at least 


the motoring segment of them— 
did receive good news Thursday 
when the administration dropped 
its request for an increase in the 
510 registration fee to $15. Law- 
rence said the additional revenue 
the increase would bring—an esti- 
mated 35 million dollars in the bi- 
ennium—had been found in other 
revenue categories.

The 171-member Wage Policy 


Committee of the United Steel- 
workers of America meets here 
today. It was expected to pro- 
claim its support of David J. Mc- 
Donald, president of the union 
and its chief negotiator, in his de- 
mand for higher wages and other 
benefits. 


No progress was reported after 


Thursday's 
negotiating 
session. 


The current three-year contract 
expires June 30. If no new con- 
tract is reached by then, there al- 
most certainly will be a strike by 
500,000 union members in plants 
that produce 90 per cent of the 
nation's steel. 


The .new dispute over procedure 


concerns whether the negotiations 
should be conducted'on an indus- 
try or a, company basis, or a 
combination.

Gromyko's attack could foreshadow a final refusal by th« 


Soviet Union to yield on its West Berlin demands, even under 
heavy Western pressure. 


IJe told foreign ministers of the United States, Britain and 


France that their insistence on a link between the present con- 
ference and a summit parley is artificial and "altogether in- 
valid." 


In 
effect, 
Gromyko

that even though Lhare was a 
failure here to ease the Berlin 
tension and make progress to- 
ward 
East-West 
agreement, 


there should be a summit meet- 
ing: anyway. President Eisen- 
hower has sa id he would not 
attend a. heads of government 
meeting under such conditions, 
and at the 'moment that is basic 
Western policy. 


The Western powers demand- 


ed that Moscow stop threaten- 
ing tham v.'ith a separate East 
German peace treaty, and get 
back to negotiations for ending 
the West Berlin crisis. 


At the outset, Gromyko dis- 


played read'nesd to soften the 
bile but no- to pull the teeth 
of the Soviet campaign to force 
U. S-, British ard French 
gar- 


risons out of the divided city. 


Gromyko assured ,the Wes- 


tern powers tnat he had not 
intended hia proposal for the 
one-year deadline on the Wes- 
tern occupation of West Berlin 
as an ultimatum. He said he 
could not understand what all 
the excitement was about. He 
urged the Western ministers to 
atop using the terms dictate 
and ultimatum. 


He spoke at a semi-public 


meeting in the Palace of Na- 
tions after U. S. Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter called 
on him to state foit the Record 
what he had told Herter in a 
secret session Thursday. 


Herter and hip Western col- 


leagues, who have declared the 
conference to be on a day-to- 
day basis now, carried their on- 
slaught,, against Soviet propos- 
als for an Interim Berlin set- 
tlement through the final three- 
hour session of the fifth week.

Graham Startled

days as tourists. There is a pos- 
sibility, he said, that he might 
preach in some Baptist church.

New uses are being found lor 
each. And sometimes the devices 
team up bit a;job. They are used 
as aids to automation and for 
providing control systems, guid- 
ance and checkout equipment lor 
missiles, conventional and jet air- 
craft, atomic submarines, nucleai 
power installations and industrial 
controls. 


Let's look only at the develop- 


ment of. the amplifier, which has 
mushroomed, largely .since 1950, 
into an industry ,with annual sales 
of 125 million dollars, divided 
among 150 manufacturers. 


The missile, the jet. and the 


mechanical brain get the credit. 


The magnetic amplifier' is a 


solid state or static device de- 
signed to control a large amount 
of power with a. small quantity 
of electric current. It has a sat- 
urable core — ring or rings of 


nickel-iron alloy or metal oxide 
compositions — with' separate 
windings' of .copper, wire lor AC 
and DC current affecting

aged cab driver turned to his 
passenger, who was Virginia, and 
said: "I'm Harold from Public 
School 31.1 used to think you were 
a greater person than the Presi- 
dent" 


In addition to the songs and 


speeches at the dinner, there was 
a reading of that famous letter) 
"Dear Editor: Some of my little 
friends say there is no santa 
Oaus. Please tell me the truth." 


Mrs. Douglas was "feeling a 


little shy" about rereading the 
reply written by the late Francis 
Pharcellus Church, which said in 
part: 


VYes, Virginia, there is a Santa 


Qaus. He exists as certainly as 
love and generosity and devotion 
exist How dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa 
Glaus. It would >be as dreary as 
if mere were no Virginias." 


For the last three years Mrs. 


Douglas, retired at the manda- 
tory age, was junior principal at 
P.S. 401, which supervises classes 
held in 10 hospitals and other in- 
stitutions for chrnoically ill chil- 
dren. 


Mrs. Douglas plans to livex with 


her only daughter and son-in-law 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Temple, and 
their seven children at North 
Chatham, N.Y. 


Summing up her feelings about 


her students, Mrs. Douglas said: 
"II must be the eternal light with 
which childhood fills the world."

Scientific Report 
On Atomic Test 
Ban Handed Reds 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States today handed Rus- 
sia a White House scientific re- 
port saying would-be atomic test 
ban violators probably could muf- 
fle underground nuclear blasts. 


The presidential advisory scien- 


tists figured that it would take 
three years to develop under- 
ground atomic blast detectors as 
good as those that Geneva test 
ban negotiators had believed were 
available before new information 
came in from underground shots. 


The U.S. officials said, however, 


that the findings by the scientists 
under Dr. Lloyd Berkner do not 
change the American position in 
favor of halting atomic tests if a 
control system is set up to en- 
force the ban. 


They said the control system 


being negotiated with the Soviets 
on the basis of earlier scientific 
information is basically sound. 


The new scientific data sheds 


more light on what is needed for 
enforceable controls, they said. 


The Berkner study was given to 


the Soviets at Geneva, where test 
ban talks have been going on 
since. Oct. 31. It was hoped to 
serve as a prod to the communists 
to reverse previous refusals to 
discuss the later scientific infor- 
mation available from U.S. test 
blasts conducted in Nevada last 
fall.

Ask the average man-on-the- 


street what he thinks of Gov- 
ernment subsidies and chances 
are ten-to-one that he will tell 
you he is against them. Ask 
him who gets most Government 
subsidies and his answer will 
be — "farmers." Ask if he or 
his business receives a subsidy 
and the answer is likely to be 
an emphatic — "NO." 


This 
average 
man-on-the- 


street" who says he is opposed 
to all subsidies comes into con- 
tact with them everyday. 


When he awakens in the 


morning, he turns on a light 
and immediately starts sharing 
the results of a subsidy pro- 
vided Uuougii a f<ib(. tax v\ntc- 
off plan which saves power 
companies billions of dollars — 
and which i educes his light bill 
accordingly. 


When he goes to a breakfast 


of bacon and eggs, he shares 
the benefits of the Govern- 
ment's 19 million dollar Federal 
Meat Inspection Program — a 
program conducted by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture for 
the sole purpose of assuring the 
public a safe and wholesome 
supply of meat. 


If he has children in school, 


their education is subsidized by 
taxes 
paid by the childless 


neighbor across the street. And, 
if his are among the 35 million 
children who eat a hot lunch 
provided through the highly 
popular 
Government 
school 


lunch program, he receives di- 
rect benefits from another $100 
million Government subsidy. If 
his childien are in one of the 
62,000 schools participating in 
the special school milk pro- 
gram, they come in for a share 
of still another $75 million sub- 
sidy. 


When "Mr' Average-Man-on- 


the-Street" drives the family 
car into the filling station and 
tells the attendant to "fill-er- 
up" he' again shares in a major 
Government 
subsidy — one 


brought about through a special 
"depletion Allowance" tax regu- 
lation which cuts the petroleum 
industry's annual operation -ex- 
pense by about 1 billion dollars 
a year. 


If he makes a trip by plane, 


he ndes at a fare made possible 
by a direct subsidy to airlines 
—and by tax supported airports 
and air traffic control facilities.

taxpayers.

false. "It was my idea to refrain 
from mushy love scenes, partly 
because I hated doing them and 
also because it was somewhat 
novel not to have sticky clinches 
in a movie."
